CORPORATION ILLEGALLY DISTRIBUTES SCALPELS, KNI ES

Also Used for ‘Internal Distribution’ |" 


[Text/ At the beginning of 1981, the Director of the Level 1 Testing Medical Equip- 
ment, Instrument and Chemical Corporation of the Capital Construction Materials Cor- 
poration (Ministry of Public Health) “internally distributed" to each of 235 cadres, 
workers and employees in the agency 4 set consisting of tweezers, scissors, syringes 
and injection needles worth over 10 dong. At the beginning of May 1961, the corpor- 
ation director decided to "internally distribute" to the cadres, workers and employees 
200 scalpels worth 4 dong each and more than 200 razors worth | dong each! 


This unprincipled "internal distribution" caused discontent and apprehension among 
the workers and employees, After receiving the items, a number of individuals in- 
mediately sold them right in the agency at 4 price many times higher. A few days 
later, these sharp and shiny scalpels and razors were seen on the free market, dis- 
played for a sale at the Hoa Binh open market and the Kim 

surreptitiously bought and sold in front of the used goods store on Hang Bot Stret. 


Many questions are raised: why were these medical ins 

purchased by the state with foreign exchange, considered by the corporation director 
as 4 type of commodity for “internal distribution" at price 

worthy of concern is that at this time, many hospitals and public health facilities 
still do not have sufficient means to serve their patients. While security agencies 
have orders to collect guns, ammunition, daggers and sharp knives, the corporation 
director advocates distributing hundreds of sharp knives which fall into society. 
Imagine what the degree of harm would be if those knives fall into the hands of 
thieves and dishonest merchants. Public opinion has indicated that this corporation 
has also traded 90 proof alcohol for a buffalo to butcher and used aedical instru- 
ments, scalpels and razors as goods in two-way relations with a number of agencies 
and local areas. 


A number of cadres and workers in the Level 1 Testing Medical Equipment, Instrument 
and Chemical Corporation brought these knives to the newspaper and requested that

but have found it impossible to fix the serious breakdowns. It is suggested that 
the units provided with the signal vehicles and machines discontinue such use.

HANOI ADDS SERVICES FOR VIETNAMESE LIVING ABROAD

(Answering Readers columns "On the New Services of the Hanoi Export-Import Conoine 
to Serve Compatriots Abroad” | 


[Text] After we printed news that the Hanoi Export-Import Combine (UNIMEX) is 
instituting services to serve compatriots who need to send goods from abroad to 
their relatives, many readers wrote letters to the editor requesting additional 
information. 


We would like to present the following, more detailed, information: 
The new services take the following forms: 


1. UNIMEX receives and delivers merchandise and gifts for families (with addremes 
from Nghe Tinh northward) via the economic organizations of Overseas Vietnamese 
Associations in foreign countries. UNIMEX has signed contracts to provide that 
service with Vietnam Diffusion and Vina-Pari in France, Laser Express in Canada, 
California in the U.S., Express in the U.S., and Vietimex in Hong Kong. The method 
of operation is as follows: our compatriots abroad turn over merchandise or money 
to those organizations, which buy goods, package them, and arrange for their ship- 
ment to UNIMEX, accompanied by a list of recipients. UNIMEX will accept delivery 
of the goods at airports or seaports, take them to its warehouses, inform the 
recipients so that they can come to pick them up, and coordinate with customs in 
filling out forms to receive goods. That will help the families receiving goods 
avoid having to go far to pick up the goods will be managed tightly as soon 
as they arrive in our country, and the families will be able to witness the 
package openings. 


2. UNIMEX has begun to organize the receiving of money sent directly to UNIMEX for 
the purchase of goods in Hanoi for the families, which pick up the goods in Hanoi 
and do not have to pay customs taxes, instead of compatriots abroad having to send 
miscellaneous goods from abroad. UNIMEX has prepared goods ,including imported 
goods which compatriots often send to their families and domestically produced 
goods needed by the families. Compatriots abroad needing to purchase goods for 
theim families may send money directly to UNIMEX(account No 16 -- 0271-41 at the 
Vietnam Foreign Trade Bank, i.e. Vieteombank). When it is informed that money has 











been deposited in its account, UNIMEX will inform the families so that they can 
pick up the goods. That will be more convenient for both the compatriots abroad 
and their families, for goods are no longer lost, as when they are sent from 
abroad, the prices may be more advantaglous, and the families can select the goods 
as if they were purchas ng them, and de not have to pay customs taxes. 


UNIMEX is also prepared to deliver goods to people's houses, first of all to the 
households inside and around Hanoi, and in Hai Phong, Nem Dinh, and Hai Duong City, 
if the overseas party pays the transportation expenses. 


3. UNIMEX has opened a “Special Store” to sell goods for Vietnamese money to fami- 
lies with certificates from the Vietnam Foreign Trade Bank —— that they 
“nave is located at No C4 Glang Vo Street and opened on 16 March 1961. Customers 
with certificates attesting that they have “exchanged foreign exchange" and who 
live north of Nghe Tinh (except for the four coastal provinces) may purchase. The 
prices in that store are lower than those on the outside. 


4, UNIMEX will bulld houses to sell to compatriots abroad who are allowed to re- 
turn to Vietram and live in Hanoi, or to sell to families of compatriots abroad 
who live in .anoi but lack housing, if foreign exchange is sent from abroad to 
UNIMEX. 


In coordination with other organs, UNIMEX is preparing a hotel, a “Foyer,” as 
desired by compatriots abroad, where they can stay when they visit the homeland. It 
is going all-out to complete that task. 
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STATE ENTERPRISES URGED TO CORRECTLY APPLY ‘THREE BENEFITS’ PRINCIPLE

[Text] A Pleasing Transformation 


Since the end of 1960, in Ho Chi Minh City and a number of southern provinces there 
has been a welcome transformation in industrial production. The commercial enter- 
prises and organs have applied the forms of paying salaries on a plecework basis, 
paying salaries according to output, bonuses, and the good organisation of seconi- 
ary factory departments to fully utilise raw materials and materials in order to 
produce new products. The enterprises have applied many new measures to improve 
management, done a good job of assuring unanimity among the three benefits, expanded 
production, and improved the living conditions ~° workers. During the recent 
Tet holidays, the purchasing power of workers’ .miiic) was clearly greater than in 
previous years. Everyone understands and conf °s that that is a result of promot- 
ig production in the spirit of combining the.  enefits. 


The Con Dao State Fishing Enterprise, which is exemplary with regard to applying the 
method of paying salaries according to piecework and combining the three benefits, 
inspired the other enterprise in ti» sector and in the other sectors to follow its 
example. The Fishing Enterprise of Ho Chi Minh City, which adopted the estem of 
paying salaries according to plecework, increased its fish catches -- some boats 
caught 13 to 14 tons of fish per ton of oi] -- and the salaries of the boat captains 
and crew members increased. By using that method, the Duyen Hai Fishing Cooperative 
increased its fish catches fourfold and the income of its workers increased 2.5 
times. The Saigon Brewery contracted out production and in January 1961 its labor 
productivity increased by 30 to 200 percent; secondary production increased 10-fold 
and the workers’ incomes also increased. At the Dong Nai Rubber Enterprise (of the 
Rubber General Department), after the system of contracting out production was 
applied the production rate increased rapidly and contributed to the fulfillment 

of the 5-year plan. Contribution to the state budget increased by 32.6 percent and 
the workers’ incomes increased notably. 


The enterprises and the commercial units which cannot yet contract out production 
have instituted bonuses in many forms to encourage workers to increase labor pro- 
ductivity. The Marine Products Corporation of Ho Ch! Minh City promptly instituted 
worker bonuses to assure the quality of the fish bought to the plant, reduce the

(Text ] During recent years, and especially since the south was completely liber- 
ated, many additional rice varieties have been developed in 
paddies. In order to serve intensive cultivation, increase 
the number of subsidiary food crops grown on rice land, and 
eliminate diseases, the research organs from the central level down 

level, inoluding the institutes, colleges, middle schools, tions, ete., ha 
researched, selected, and crose-bred many rice varieties and have attained good 
production results. 


In the northern provinces, in 1977 the Ministry of culture accepted and 
10 varieties with names ranging from Nong Nghiep 75-1 to Nong Nghiep 7 
ly, after a period of regionalisgation the cultivation subcommittee of 
fie-Technical Council of the Ministry of Agriculture met and accepted 
varieties for production:

Thousands of hec- 
tares of Nong Nghiep 75-2 rice in Phu Xuyen District, Ha Son Binh Province, have 
produced yields of from 30 to 35 quintals per hectare. In the 

tive in Thai Binh, that rice variety has been used in place of Nong Nghiep 8, and 
has produced yields of from 40 to 50 quintals per hectare. 


Early 10th month rice variety Nong Nghiep 75-6, cross-bred by the Food crops Insti- 
tute, is 80 to 85 centimeters tall, its growth period is 9 to 95 days, it is 
resistant to silver leaf disease, it produces average yields of 30 to 35 quintals 
per hectare, and is tasty. 
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Barly 10th month rice variety Nong Nghiep 75-10 (X 1), crossbred by the Institute 
of Agricultural Selence and ‘Technology, has a growth period of 110 to 115 days, it 
is 95 to 105 centimeters tall, it is resistant to silver leaf disease and rice 
wilt, and ‘s suitable for many kinds of soil. It produces an average yield of 
32 to 35 quintale per hectares. 


The Nong Nghiep 75-6 and Nong Nghiep 75-10 early 10th month rice varieties have 
contributed importantly to the expansion of the early 10th month rice area in omer 
to mapidly increase the winter crop acreage on two-crop rice land. During the 
recent spring season many rice seedlings died because of the cold wea 

thanks to those two rice varieties the seedlings were planted late but it 
possible to transplant the entire area and high ylelds were attained. 


Glutinous rice variety IR-29, selected by the Vietnam Institute of Agricultural 
Selence and Technology from domesticated varieties, has a growth period of 110 to 
115 days, is 90 to 100 centimeters high, and is capable of resisting viruses, 
seedling wilt, and chlorosis, the rice kernels are long, the cooked rice is soft, 
and the variety can be planted during the spring and 10th month seasons. This 
variety has been introduced to the Tay Bac mountain region. 


The dry-sown 10th month rice variety C-22, selected by the Vietnam Institute of 
Agricultural Selence and Technology from domesticated varieties, is capable of 


resisting drought during all stages of its growth and of developing stable yields. 
It has been regionaliged in the northern Trung Bo province of Nghe Tinh. 


Barly LOth month rice variety #3, cross-bred by the Vietnam Institute of Agricul- 
tural Selence and Technology, may be transplanted during the spring season. Its 
growth period is 110 to 115 days; it is 95 to 115 centimenters tall, is fertiliser- 
tolerant, is resistant to toppling over, is resistant to silver leaf disease and 
rice blast, is not very resistant to cold, and produces high yields. 


Main-season rice variety Mi, cross-bred from the Moc Tuyen and 828 rice varieties, 
has a growth period of 116 days and is resistant to waterlogging. 


Tenth-month rice variety X-3, cross bred by the Vietnam Institute of Agricultural 
Selence and Technology, may be transplanted during the spring rice season, like the 
Nong Nghiep 8 main-season variety. Its growth period is 125 to 130 days, it is 100 
to 105 centimeters tall, it resists toppling over, and it is resistant to heat, 
cold, silver leaf disease, tacteria, rice wilt, and rice yellows in Tay Bac. It has 
high yield potential and has been regionalized in the rice-growing areas. 


The quickly maturing rice variety CS1, selected by the Vietnam Institute of Agricul- 
tural Science and Technology from domesticated varieties, has a growth period like 
that of the Nong Nghiep 1A variety (81 to 87 days), has good resistance to silver- 
leaf disease, and has moderate fertilizer tolerance. Yields of 25 to 30 quintals 
per hectare have been attained. The CS] variety is appropriate for four-crop crop 
rotation: two rice crops plus two supsid‘ary food crops, or three rice crops plus 
a subsidiary food crop. That rice variety has been regionalized in the Bac Bo delta 
provinces and a number of other localities. 














Fifth month-spring rice variety IR 1620-210-2, selected by the Vegetation Protection 
Inatitute from domesticated varieties, has a growth period of 160 days. It is 75 

to 76 centimeters tall, is resistant to rice blast, toppling over, and cold, and 
5 rather high ylelds, but has poor resistance to silver-leaf disease and 
wilt. 


Fifth month-sapring rice variety IR 3259-PP6-172-7, selected by the Vegetation Pro- 
tection Institute, has a growth period of 150 days, is 75 to 79 centimeters tall, 
is resistant to rice blast, is tolerant of fertiliser and cold, and produces rela- 
tively high ylelds, but is susceptible to silver-leaf disease an. ilt. 


Those two rice varieties have been regionalised in the rice blast-infested area of 
Nghe Tinh. 


The brown leafhopper-resistant rice variety CR-101, selected by the Vegetation Pro- 
tection Institute from domesticated varieties, has a growth period equivalent to 
that of the Nong Nghiep 75-10 variety: 110 to 115 days during the 10th month season 
and 120 to 130 days during the spring season. It is 75 to 
is righly resistant to leafhoppers. It can produce yields 
per hectare. That variety has been regionalised in the Bac 
regions and in Binh Tri Thien. 


As regards the southern provinces, in 1977, the Ministry of Agriculture accepted, 
and allowed the regionalization of the Nong Nghiep A, “A and SA varieties. In 
1979 it accepted and regionalised the Nong Nghiep GA, 2B, and 3B rice varieties. 
Over the course of many production seasons the Nong Nghiep ™,5A, GA, 2B, and 3A 
rice varieties proved to be widely applicable to many kinds of soil ani to the 
seasons of the Nam Bo provinces. They are resistant to Type-II brown leafhopper and 
a number of the principal rice-~damaging insects ani diseases, are capable of in- 
creasing the number of growing seasons, and produces high and stable yields. (ver 
the course of many seasons those rice varieties have been the principal varieties in 
the seasonal structure, and have contributed notably to increasing yields and out- 
put in the Mekong Delta. Those varieties have contributed importantly to guarding 
against brown leafhoppers, which caused very serious damage to rice in the Mekong 
Delta in the past. The Ministry of Agriculture recommends that those new rice 
varieties be brought into production in the Mekong Delta Provinces during future 
years. The Nong Nghiep 3A, SA, and GA, varieties should be grown principally during 
the winter-spring and summer-fall seasons, while the Nong Nghiep 2 B and 3B varie- 
ties should be grown during the early 10th month, late, and main seasons. 


During the recent period it has been recommended that experiments be continued on a 
number of rice varieties that have been selected ani cross-bred in the southern 
provinces in order to regionalige them in each production area. Those rice varie- 
ties included variety 724, the adaptation of which was re 

Delta Agricultural Technology Center, on the basis of the IRRI observation variety 
group. That variety's growth period is 110 to 120 days. It is 90 to 110 centi- 
meters tall, has wide resistance to disease, resists Type-II brown leafhoppers, is 
tolerant of slightly saline and alum-rich soil, anid producé high, stable yields -- 
from four to five tons per hectare. Its weakness is that it tillers poorly. That 
variety has been regionalized in the Mekong Delta provinces and has been named Nong 
Nghiep 6A. The Mekong Delta Agricultural Technology Center researched the adapta- 
tion of the IR-26 variety from be IRRI group. It has a growth period of 130 to 150 
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days, it is 90 to 115 centimeters tall, it tillers well, it ia tolerent of slightly 
acidic, alume-rich soil and phosphorous-poor soil, it resists Type-II brown leaf- 
hoppers, and it produces high, stable yields of four to six tons per hectare. That 
variety has been regionalised in production in the Mekong Delta provinces and has 
been named Nong Nghiep 4B. 


Can Tho University researched the adaptation of rice variety MTL 30 from the IRRI 
group. It has a growth period of 90 to 9% days, is 80 to 8+ centimeters tall, re- 
sists Type-II brown leafhoppers, and produces high, stable yieids of 3.5 to 5 tons 
per hectare. But its weaknesses are that it is susceptible to rice blast, needs a 
lot of nitrogenous fertiliser, and when transplanted thickly is easily toppled. 
That variety was accepted, named Nong Nghiep 7A, and brought into production in 
areas which were not heavily infested with rice blast in An Giang and Dong Thap 
provinces, O Mon and Thot Not districts in Hau Giang, and Giong Rieng and Tan Hiep 
in Kien Giang. The Thua Hai 1 (TH 1) rice variety was selected from the IR36 family 
by the Ma Tam Rice Seedstock Station in Thuan Hai, which experimented with its 
adaptation beginning in 1977. That variety has a growth period of 110 to 115 days, 
is 75 to 87 centimeters tall, is resistant to Type-II brown leafhoppers, has good 
toppling resistance, and produces high, stable ylelds, from four to six tons per 
hectare in Thuan Hai. The variety has been brought into production in appropriate 
areas in Thuan Hai Province and tried out in other provinces with similar weather 
and land conditions. 


The selection and cross-breeding of many new rice varieties has contributed in- 
portantly to intensive cultivation, to increasing rice yields, and to increasing the 
number of growing seasons. It signifies the maturigation and advance of the people 
engaged in seedstock work in our country. In omer to do an increasingly better job 
of serving production.

RICE CONTRACTS REQUIRE CLOSE SUPERVISION

/Text/ During this winter-spring season, more than 80 percent of the cooperatives 
and 70 percent of the rice growing area in the lowlands and midlands of former Region 
4 in northern Vietnam have contracted products to groups and laborers. Consequently, 
rice harvest and product delivery supervision and internal agricultural cooperative 
distribution have new themes, 


In product concract locations during harvest, the contracted farmers work in 4 more 
urgent manner, They apply many methods to fully collect products, Generally speak- 
ing, the harvest is more rapid, orderly and economical than when work was contracted, 
Just beginning the season, the harvest in product contract locations is three times 
faster than during last year, Nevertheless, labor strength in the farmer families 

is not equal, A number of unexpected labor changes can cause the labor strength of 
a number of families to be mismatched with the harvest area, It is necessary to as- 
sist families with few helping hands during the season by forming labor mutual support 
groups in each production init to assist each other in mutual assistance group or to 
mobilize groups to assist the families with few helping hands to harvest their rice. 
When storms occur, cooperatives must have a plan of organizing laborers to assist 
families in the rapid and orderly harvest of the flooded area. 


No matter what the form the contracts and harvest are under, the cooperative must 
have a firm grasp of the product in order to accomplish unified distribution and to 
assure the income distribution objectives, principles and themes in the cooperative 
precisely in accordance with the spirit of the Council of Ministers' Resolution. 
Product contract cooperatives must collect sufficient products in accordance with 
the contract level of each family, including primary and secondary products. When 
a cooperative member accepts a contract for sowing and transplanting seeds, delivery 
of that seed must be sufficient in both quantity and quality. The collective pro- 
duction concern concept of each cooperative member is expressed in the del‘very of 
the best products to fulfill his national construction obligation and overall dis- 
tribution, including his portion. Awards and punishments must strictly adhere to 
the guidance of the Ministry of Agriculture and the stipulations of the local area. 
The right of the cooperative member to use products in excess of contract levels 
precisely in accordance with general stipulations must be respected. Locations suf - 
fering natural disasters may receive reduction exemptions precisely in accordance 
with policy after democratic discussion among the cooperative members. 
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Primary and secondary products in the contract level over the area assigned to the 
unit, group and laborer are products of the collective, The cooperative and every 
cooperative member have the responsibility of proteeting products in the field prior 
to harvest, ach cooperative establishes harvest and product delivery regulations 
after demmcratic discussion, Prompt praise of labor groups and families precisely 
complying with rules and regulations and at the same time resolute struggle against 
oeourrences of intentionally failing to deliver sufficient contract products or re- 


taining good paddy and delivering poor paddy to the collective have an effect on the

but by the senders who will have to make the currency exchange and pay for them 
right at the sending place. Air-ticket selling procedures are also being eagerly 
modified to ensure quick, convenient and trouble-free service to customers. 


Along with the above-mentioned measures aimed at collecting the maximum amount of 
foreign currencies for the state, the southern aviation group has also expanded 
the domestic commercial business network, stepped up production and focused 
guidance on the cultivation of rice, corn, beans and peanuts, on the production 
of fish sauce and on animal husbandry activities in specialized zones belonging 
to the group in order to continuously heighten the material living conditions of 
ite cadres and vorkers.
